The casual reader would suppose that the article quoted was 
an Era and Express editorial. Actually, it was from the Midland 
Free Press Herald, and so credited when reprinted in this news- 
paper. 

The two sentences quoted, if read with their context, express 
some blunt truth with which, we would have supposed, every union 
man would agree. They were part of an argument in favor of 
apprenticeships. Craft unions almost over-emphasized apprentice- 
ship; have industrial unions swung to the other extreme? 

In any event, a forecast that boys who have chosen high paid 
work rather than lower paid work that must be learned will not 
fare so well as their plodding brothers docs not •'prove" that 
employers "are already planning to cut the wages of the workers." 

We believe in unions. Weekly newspapers have a union. They 
buy their paper from members of an unlawful price-fixing combine 
which could be prosecuted if half a dozen persons wanted to lay 
a complaint, but newspapers and printers seem to like the stability 
of prices which the 'iinion" provides. Manufacturers have a union. 
Milk producers have a union. Farmers are organizing a union, the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. Workingmen too need unions, 
to increase the value of their labor and to secure a better price for 
it. 

We don't believe any worthwhile organization can be founded 
oa misstatements or over-statements. Unions will not prevent de- 
pressions or avoid the need for learning and apprenticeship. Unions 
will not prevent some war plants from closing down when the war 
is over. 

It seems to us that unions, like any other worthwhile organiza- 
tion, must be based on truth, tolerance, fairness and education. 
Workingmen could well take a leaf out of the book of Canadian 
farmers, who are basing their union on study, study groups and 
' farm radio forums. It is a hard road but it will pay big dividends. 

The radio probably is not available for the promotion of labor 
unions, but study groups can be formed wherever fellow workmen 
want to get together and study their mutual problems. Tne C.C.F. 
is an example of a thriving organization based on study groups. 
Study will make workingmen masters of their own destiny. Un- 
studied and careless statements will not further the worker's cause.

Couldn't Get Patient Into Over-Crowded Hospital 
Council Meetim Nioht. Dr. L W. Dales States 



Next year the town council 
will have to study the problem 
of enlarging York countv hospi- 
tal. Mayor Dr. L W. Dales told 
the council at a meeting last 
Wednesday evening. 

Dr. Dales himself started the 
private hospital which was the 
forerunner of the present York 
county hospital. 

"Wc have a hospital of 40 
beds," Dr. Dales said, "there 
arc 50 patients there tonight. 
You couldn't get a patient in 
there for love or money. There 
are babies out in the hall and 
there is a baby on the operating- 



table. 

"Conditions are not what they 
should be. Something will have 
to be done. We will have to 
take into consideration next year 
doing something and giving our 
help. 

"Next year there will be a 
move by the dominion govern- 
ment for health insurance. Hos- 
pital accommodation will have to 
be provided. 

"It is a public service and it 
is awfully necessary. This is a 
pressing need. Wc can't neglect 
these demands for the care of 
the sick/

"Our tax arrears are the lowest 
in some years," Clerk A. C. A. 
Willis told the town council on 
Tuesday as he brought down the 

year's financial report to Dec. 15. 

Receipts were up by $-1,320-41. 

while expenditures were up. too, 
by aver $3,000. \ 

Fines and costs were 41.101. an J 
increase of 5350- The arena ac- 
count showed a deficit in place of j 
a surplus due to a change in the 
apportionment of costs, and a 
poorer winter seaaon. 

The county levy was down 
about $550 this year. Upkeep 
buildings showed an increase 
over $SO0 due to repairs 
Mechanics* hall, including a roofi 
at $419, and a wage increase to th?j 
caretaker. ' 

The police and fire departments 
each showed decreased expendi- 
tures, with fire expenses down. 
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over $550. There were no industrial 
expenses. Educational grants were 
up by $3,200. Only one grant was 
made this year, $25 to the Horti- 
cultural Society. The Aurora Boys' 
band was paid $100 for services 

rendered. 

Victory Loan expenses were 

$49.40 and plebiscite expenses were 
$24.95. Upkeep of town property 
and a new bookkeeping department 

showed expenses of $314-93. 

Indigent patients cost the town 
$5CH.24. a decrease of over 5190- 
Relief dwindled from $1,252-07 to 
$745.80. with a net expense to local 
taxpayers of less than $300. Dur- 
ing the year a municipal toxoid 
clinic was held at a cost of $133J25. 

"The debenture on Berczy St.. 
with an annual payment of 51,005. 
is now retired and will not have 
to be paid next year," Clerk A. C. 
A. Willis told the council. 

Street lighting charges of $2,300 
were made by the electric light 
department against the general 
account. The municipality bor- 
rowed $5,000 from the waterworks 
department.

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On April 1, 1913. the Town of Aurora entered into an agreement 
with the Toronto and York Radial Railway to purchase electrical 
power for the Town. This agreement was later taken over by the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission. At the time the agreement 
Was entered into the power consumed was a. very small amount, 
but anticipating an increase in the use of power, the agreement was 
made that the amount of power to be purchased could be increased 
to 1.000 horsepower. The method of payment has been $2550 per 
h.p. for the highest peak reached during each month providing the 
peak was continued for 20 minutes. 
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TRie above mentioned agreement was to be voted on by the 
ratepayers of the corporation each and every five years, and this 
has been done up until 1938. This year it is necessary to vote again 
on the Hydro contract, as it is up for renewal on April l r 1943, and 
it is necessary to give the Hydro 90 days notice in writing if a satis- 
factory vote for the renewal of the contract has been taken.

There was a large attendance 
of producers and buyers at the 
local market on Friday after- 
noon. Fowl was plentiful al- 
though butter and eggs were 
scarce. It was mostly "regular" 
butter customers who got any 
butter and they got less than 
usual in many instances. 

Prices for fowl were: chickens, 
28 to 30 cents a pound; turkeys, 
38 cents a pound; geese, 27 to 30 
cents a pound. 

Eggs were selling at 47 to 50 
cents a dozen. Butter was 42 
cents a pound. 

Apples were 30 cents a six- 
quart basket.
